CUN KINCHOU BATTLE 


G E NE R AL STOESSEL SENDS 
H I3 


REPORT TO 
RUSSIAN COM­ 


M A N D E R IN C H IE F. 


Ft. Petersburg. June 4.—Lieutenant 
General Zahlinski, 
chief of 
staff to 
General Kuropatkin, transmits to tho 
minister of war under date of June 2, 
a report 
of General 
Stoessel, dated 
Port Arthur, May 28, as follows: 
"After 
a fierce battle 
lasting two 
days I ordered our positions at Klu- 
chou to be evacuated In the evening, 
fur we had opposed to us at least three 
divisions with 120 guns. 
“The enem y’s fire, particularly that 
from four gunboats and six torpedo 
boats, completely annihilated our bat­ 
teries 
mounted 
at 
Kinchou. 
The 
Fifth regiment, which was posted on 
tills spot, stood its ground heroically. 
The tire of this regiment 
as well as 
that of our batteries and the gunboat 
liobr, off Khounoueza, Inflicted enor­ 
mous losses on the Japanese. 
“Our losses amounted to 30 officers 
and 800 men killed or wounded. 
W e 
blew up or damaged all our guns which 
the .Japanese had not put out of ac­ 
tion. 
it would not have been exped­ 
ient. certainly, to bring up siege ar­ 
tillery during the fierce fighting. 
“The battle May 2(1 began at 5 a. rn. 
arui lasted until 8 p. in., when I order- 
e l the position evacuated gradually. 
The explosion 
of a number 
of our 
mines and fougades was rendered im­ 
possible by the Japanese, who turned 
our position immediately. 
The Japa­ 
nese advanced 
through 
water up to 
their waists under the protection of 
their ships. 
The spirit of our troops 
Is excellent.” 


K U RO PA T K I N’S 
IN T E N T IO N S . 


Paris, June 4.—The Echo de Paris* 
Ft. Petersburg correspondent reaffirms 
his intelligence previously telegraphed 
that the emperor, 
adopting Viceroy 
AlexiefT’s views, ordered General Kuro­ 
patkin to send 40,000 men to the re­ 
lief of Port Arthur.

Soldiers and Sailors Estimated to Num­ 
ber Forty Thousand. 
Chefoo, June 4 — A Chinese passen­ 
ger on a junk which has arrived here 
from Dalny states that he was at Port 
Arthur recently and that the Russian 
force, inclusive 
of sailors, 
numbers 
40,000 men only. 
The four larger ves­ 
sels of the Russian fleet are undam­ 
aged, 
hut all the 
others are 
in the 
hands of the repairers. 
The Japanese 
have restored 
order at Dalny 
and 
Talienwan and have 
driven out the 
bandits. 
Dalny, 
according 
to

passenger’s story, was not badly dam­ 
aged by fire. 
Only the old town was 
destroyed.

No Further Light Thrown on Rumors 
Regarding Them. 
London, June 
I.— No further light 
has been thrown on the rumors con­ 
cerning General 
Kuropatkin’s inten­ 
tions. 
Dispatches 
to 
the 
Morning 
Post from Shanghai and to the Chron­ 
icle from Now eh wang repeat the re­ 
ports of the movement of 15,000 Rus­ 
sians to Kaiping. 
The correspondent 
asserts that 
five days fighting 
took 
place at W afangtlen and that the Rus­ 
sians are employing 4,000 carts to re­ 
move 
munitions from 
Liaoyang to 
Kaiyuen, seventy m iles north of Muk­ 
den. 
The Morning P ost’s Shanghai corre­ 
spondent also says that General Mist- 
ohenko has sent 4,000 cavalry of the 
Imperial 
guard 
from Kuangchengtsu 
to cut off the Japanese 
at Pitsewo. 
No great reliance, however, should be 
placed on these dispatches, which have 
evidently some common Chines!' ori­ 
gin. 
The Daily Mali’s correspondent at 
Mukden, telegraphing under date of 
June 3, says that fighting occurs dally 
beyond Liaoyang, but that a decisive 
battle is not expected for some time'. 
Tho Japanese plan of campaign is re­ 
garded at Mukden as having now been 
definitely disclosed. 
They occupy the 
Liaotung peninsula in three divisions 
between Ningalen (Nakwanling?) and 
Wafangtlen with a line of communi­ 
cation by tho coast to their position 
at Fengwangcheng. 
The Standard’s Tokio correspondent 
mentions the discredited 
rumor that 
General Stoessel proposed a surrender 
on the condition that the whole of the 
Port Arthur garrison should he per­ 
mitted to retire to Newchwang under 
arms.

The agreement had not been 
consummated 
when 
the convention 
met at I" o’clock in the morning and 
the Yates and Deneen people forced a 
recess until 2 p. rn. 
Then the parties to the combination 
met and finally agreed upon Deneen as 
the candidate. 
When the convention 
reconvened Yates, Hamlin and Sher­ 
man withdrew their nam es from the 
consideration 
of tho delegates 
and 
urged their friends to vote for Deneen. 


Wildest Excitement Prevailed. 
W hen 
the seventy-ninth roll 
call 
was ordered and Adams county led off 
with “one vote for Yates and nineteen 
for Deneen,” the wildest excitement 
prevailed. 
As the call proceeded ii 
became evident that the new combina­ 
tion in Illinois polities would win, but 
the original 
Lowden men 
for the 
most part remained firm and went to 
defeat with him. 
When the call was 
completed Lowden moved to make the 
nomination unanimous, and Chairman 
Cannon declared the motion carried. 
All of the pent-up enthusiasm of the 
delegates manifested itself as Deneen 
came 
to 
the 
platform 
and 
briefly 
thanked the convention for the honor. 
In response to the demands of the as­ 
semblage, Colonel Lowden made ail 
address, pledging his support to the 
ticket. 
The Deneen combination forced a re­ 
cess before other nominations were 
made.
